Acting Assistant Surgeon Urquhart reports, April 11: 

During the week ended April 11 bills of health were issued to 10 

vessels, 2 of which were fumigated. No quarantinable diseases were 

reported during the week for the port or the island. 

BRAZIL. 

Reports from Rio de Janeiro — Inspection of vessels — Mortality — 
.Plague, smallpox, and yellow fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Stewart reports, March 27 and April 2: 

Week ended March 22. Vessels inspected and received bills of 
health: March 16. the British steamship Castillian Prince, for New 
York, with a cargo of coffee and no change in the personnel and no 
passengers: March is, the British steamship Verdi, for New York, 
from the River Plate, with a cargo of coffee, no change in crew, and 
with 11 cabin and 11 steerage passengers; March 19, the German 
steamship (J anther, for New York, with a cargo of coffee, no change 
in the crew personnel, and with 1 cabin and 8 steerage passengers, and 
March 21, the British steamship Tintoretto, for New York, with a 
cargo of coffee, no cabin, 1 steerage passenger, and with 1 new meiiber 
of the crew. 

Mortality — Plague, smallpox, and yellow fever. — Weekended March 
22. Total deaths* 302. One fatal case of yellow fever. Plague caused 
no deaths, but there were 3 new cases reported during the week. Small- 
pox caused -Hi deaths, with 96 new reported cases. At the close of the 
week there were in the hospital Sao Sebastiao no cases of yellow fever, 
1 case of plague, and 76 cases of smallpox under treatment. 

Week ended March 29. Vessels inspected and received bills of 
health: March 26, the Brazilian steamship Acre, for New York, with 
coffee. 6 cabin and 2 steerage passengers, and with no change in the 
crew here; March 27, the British steamship Milton, for New Orleans, 
in cargo of coffee, no passengers, and no change in the crew personnel, 
and on March 2.8, sailing March 29, the Brazilian steamship Sergipe, 
for New York, via ports on the Amazon as far as Manaos, and Charles- 
ton, S. C. She had no passengers for United States ports, but carried 
25 cabin and 89 steerage passengers for intermediate ports. She had a 
cargo of coffee for Charleston. No other transactions during this week. 
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Mortality — Smallpox. — Week ended March 29. No cases nor deaths 
due to yellow fever or bubonic plague. Smallpox caused 2-i deaths, 
with 100 new reported cases. At the close of the week there were in 
the Hospital Sao Sebastiao no cases of yellow fever, 2 cases of plague, 
convalescent, and 83 cases of smallpox, all under treatment. 

BRITISH HONDURAS.

Consul Dudley reports, April 15: 

The local government is taking energetic measures to prevent the 
introduction of the bubonic plague into this city and vicinity. 

The health officers of the city now require that no vessel shall be 
made fast nearer than 6 feet from the wharf, and that all fastenings, 
chains, cables, etc., shall be protected by guards against rats. A gen- 
ei'al cleaning of the water front is being prosecuted with vigilance and 
energy. The city pays a bounty for each rat brought to the incinerator.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Hough reports, February 29 and March 7: 
Week ended Februarv 29. Restrictions enforced by Hongkong 
remain as reported on February 15. Restrictions enforced against 
Hongkong remain as reported on February 15 . Quarantinable diseases : 
Plague, 1 case, 1 death; smallpox, 36 cases, 23 deaths. Vessels 
inspected and granted bills of health, 8. 

Week ended Mai'ch 7. Quarantinable diseases: Smallpox, 26 cases, 
22 deaths. Vessels inspected and granted bills of health, 7.
